Star tells the story m the following 
article: 


"Somewhere out on the Black Rock 


aesert, not many miles from Rosebud, 
there is a mine of extreme richness 
It is one of the lost mines of the early 
history of Nevada. 
It is called the 


'Hardin silver mine,' and Its richness 
has often been told of by California 
emigrants who were 
v\ ith 
Hardin 


when he picked up the slab of i\hite 
metal. 
•• 


"It was in the early part of the year 


1850 that an emigrant tiam crossed 
the Black Rock desert on its way to 
the then great gold fields of Cali- 
fornia. 
At a point near the extreme 


southern end of the Black Rock range 
one of the party, Mr. Hardin, was de- 
tailed to supply the people of 
the 


party with game, which was 
then 


quite plentiful, there being herds of 
antelope and deer in that part of the 
country. 
Towards evening Mr Hard- 


in was coming down one 
of 
the 


mountains, and, in stepping from one 
ledge of rock to another, his attention 
was attracted by the sound caused by 
his boots coming in contact with some- 
thing that gave a metallic ring. He 
stopped to investigate and picked up 
a large slab of almost solid mineral, 
resembling lead. Taking a plece.with 
nim to the place \\here the train was 
camped for the night he showed it td 
his comrades, and they were all of 
the same opinion—that it was lead. 


"Little or nothing was known of 


silver ore at that time, so the piece 
of supposed lead was thrown into one 
if the wagons and -forgotten. Several 
rveeks afterward, as the 
emigrant 


train was traveling down the Pitt riv- 
er valley, in California, the party was 
attacked by Indians and their am- 
munition having run short, one of the 
emigrants happened to think of the 
mysterious metal which 
had 
been 


found on the desert by Hardin. It was 
melted into bullets, which were used 
with good effect in skirmishes with 
the marauding redskins. As the story 
goes, noti a few of the Indians were 
sent to the happy hunting grounds by 
well-aimed 
missiles 
molded 
from 


n'hat afterward proved to be pure sil- 
ver. 


"This knowledge did not come until 


several years later, after the discov- 
ery of silver on the Comstock. Then 
members of the emigrant party re- 
turned to the Black Rock country and 
at their old camping ground found 
several pieces of the metal which they 
had cast into bullets years before. It 
was tested and found to be solid sil- 
ver. 


"A company was organized at Pet- 


aluma, Gal., where Mr. Hardin was 
running a blacksmith shop, and he, 
with others, started for the scene of 
the silver discovery. Arriving at what 
Mr. Hardin thought was the place they 
commenced to prospect ' and speritj 
considerable time in diligent 
search 


without finding the place where 
he 


had picked up the rich metal, though 
he claimed there was plenty of 
it 


scattered on the hillside. Unsuccessful 
in the search, the party was forced to 
abandon the treasure hunt and 
re- 


turned to California. 


"The formation where the Hardin 


silver was found is very similar to that 
at Rosebud. The Brown Palace has 
ore of almost pure silver, and there is 
good reason to believe that another 
rich mineral belt lies further out on 
the desert to the west. 


"The Hardin emigrant party left 


the Humboldt river at a point n;ar 
when Mill City now stands and passed 
through by Rabbit Hole springs, where 
there was an old fort erected for the 
proter-tirn of the emigrants passing 
through to California. This place was 
the last \\atering place before reach- 
ing the other side of the Black Rock 
desert. From the fort the train crossed 
the desert to Black Rock range of 
mountains and then northward 
to 


Soldiers' Meadows. When Mr. Hardin 
brought in the rich silver ore the party 
was camped at what is now called 
Hardin City." there being a spring of 
water there."

Ruff's Nemesis. 


(By Associated Press) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 9.—In the 


rial of E. B. Perrin and J. A. Benson 
on the charge of fraudulently secur- 
ng government land in this state, it 
feveloped today that Francis J. Heney 
nay be called as a witness. 


It came out in th'e testimony that 


the contracls.between Perrin and Ben- 
son were for o. time in Heney's law 
office, Perrin ha-yirrg attempted to se- 
cure Heney's assistance as.an. attor- 
ney. 
It was in Heney's law office 


that George C. H,unt, special agent of 
the general land office, secured .copies 
of the contracts by which an endeavor 
is being made to prove that a con- 
spiracy :to defraud ttie government 
existed between Perrin and Benson. 
Perrin and Heney are broth<ys-in- 
law. 


Hunt was. the witness, during thr> 


morning session, when the contracts 
between Perrin and Benson were put 
in evidence. 


Peter Dunne, counsel for Perrin, 


in his cross-examination, developed 
the fact that Perrin had turned Ari- 
zona lands over to the government to 
receive in exchange lands in any other 
state he wished. 
Dunne maintained 


that Perrin hired Benson to locate 
government land m California to be 
taken in lieu of the forfeited Arizona, 
lands and that this legitimate transac- 
tion constituted the basis of,•the con- 
tract between the two men.
